A major thing that helps the students learn 
is using a variety of technology and doing different 
activities, Spanish 5 teacher Kim Rojas said. 

The technology that is being used in the 
classroom includes laptops, podcasts, audacity 
which is used for oral projects, and Intercombio 
which is how they connect with pen pals from 
Columbia. 

The podcasts were purchased with the idea 
of giving students more options for audio and more 
chances to listen to Spanish speakers. 

“They are easier than having to sit at a 
computer for a long time and listen, you can take 
them with you and go places and listen to them 
while you are doing other things,” Rojas said. 

Senior Kyle Graden said, "The podcasts 
are a good listening practice, and help me with my 
pronunciation. We can take them wherever we go 
so we don t always need to be near a computer” 
Rajendran said the podcasts are a really 
helptul learning tool. “We use them as an outside 
eference. I find them helpful because you can 
review things more than once and you can catch 
anything you missed the first time by goim> back ”

A feature in the class that Kestian said she 
really likes is having Columbian Pen Pals. 

Rojas said she wanted to do this because she was 
looking for a cultural exchange with students learn¬ 
ing English. Rojas said it helps the students make a 
real world connection with Spanish. 

Rojas and the Columbian teacher set up 
a Blackboard class for this. It is a place where the 
classes can share information. The Columbian stu¬ 
dents sent videos and pictures of them celebrating 
English day and U-High students have sent audio" 
recordings of "a day in the life” to the Columbian 
students. Each student is paired with one or two 
students from Columbia tnat they can email back 
and forth. 

“The only bad thinu is that our technology 
is much more advanced ana the Columbian stu¬ 
dents can only get on the computers once a week at 
school and don't have them at home,” Rojas said. 

Because of the addition of Spanish 5 in 
U-High, students didn't have to make the tough 
decision to take it somewhere else or not. Graden 
and Rajendran said they would have taken it some¬ 
where else but Kestian said she would not have 
because of the inconvenience. 

Graden said, “I greatly enjoy this class and 
feel like I am improving my knowledge ot Span¬ 
ish.” He said he likes that the class is small. He 
took Spanish 5 because he said he wanted to be 
able to communicate with Spanish speaking people 

Kestian said she took it because she enjoys 
it and people are always looking for Spanish spea - 
ers. She also said that she didn't want to take a 
year off before college. “Spanish 5 is a cool soci 
dynamic because you are with students who wa 
to pursue Spanish and work hard,” Kestian sai

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The last week of December 66 band students 
and chaperones boarded the planes leavinu Illinois' 
mid-winter behind for the sunny skies and sandy 
beaches of San Die^o, California. 

Senior mellophone player Alex Goebel said 
he decided to go on this year's trip to spend time with 
his classmates and musicians from across the United 

States. . 

“I'd never been on a band trip, and I wanted 

the experience of traveling with my triends and playing 
with bands from around the country," Goebel said. 

Band director Jason Landes said he tries to go 
somewhere different and he had been considering San 
Diego as a destination for some time now. 

“This was my fourth trip, and I like to go some¬ 
where different every time," Landes said. “I've been 
looking at going to California for a few years, and I just 
finally washable to commit to it for this year.” 

However Landes said the transportation for 
past trips has always been charter buses, the added 
challenge of flying provided different obstacles and was 
a big consideration in the planning process. 

“Both from a cost standpoint and a logisti¬ 
cal standpoint, flying made it a lot harder. Luggage 
and equipment are more of an issue, whereas they’re 
a non-issue for driving,” Landes said. “We had lots of 
options for transporting equipment, and I crunched a lot 
of numbers to figure out the cheapest, most convenient 
way." 

Band parents Dan Goebel and Peter Maughan 
volunteered to leave a few days before the students to 
drive a U-Haul truck full of luggage, percussion equip¬ 
ment, uniforms, and instruments out to the west coast. 

The students and remaining chaperones arrived 
at U-High before sunrise on Sunday, December 27 and 
departed for O'Hare Airport. Landes said the entire 
airport process turned out incredibly smooth, and both 
planes left and arrived within an hour of each other at 
each stop. 

In order to prepare for the halftime show, the 
band participated in mass band rehearsals with the other 
students involved in the bowl game. The three morn¬ 
ing rehearsals involved thousands of high school band 
students from all over the country spending numerous 
hours together to learn to perform the same medley of 
love-themed songs. 

Senior drum major and saxophonist Miriam 
Ball said the size of the rehearsal was enormous, and 
the beautiful weather helped the mood. 

“My first reaction was that there were a ton of 
people on the field,” Ball said. “The weather was gor¬ 
geous though, so I loved being outside.” 

The morning of the bowl game, the Marching 
Pioneers participates in the nationally televised Big 
Bay Balloon Parade, along with many of the other visit¬ 
ing high school bands. 

U-High ended up sweeping the Class A compe¬ 
tition, adding a box of shiny new trophies to the return¬ 
ing luggage. 


Landes said he truly enjoyed being a part of the 
Holiday Bowl parade, and said he was impressed with 
the students' performance. 

“The bowl game parades are really a part of 
the city atmosphere, and that parade was probably 
the best one I’ve ever been a part of on a band trip," 
Landes said. “It was a great location and a great crowd, 
and I was very proud of the way the band played and 
marched." 

Ball also said the hard work was worth it in the 
end, and the band was rewarded for their good perfor¬ 
mance. 

“It was a long parade, we all worked hard and 
were sufficiently tirecf by the end,” Ball said. “But it 
was a fantastic surprise to find out we won our class. 

The band looked and sounded great." 

At the Holidav Bowl game later that night, the 
band was seated at field level and came on at halftime 
to perform for the jam-packed crowd at Qualcomm 
Stadium. 

Chaperone Betsy Goebel said that being so 
close to the Arizona sideline was a one-of-a-kind expe¬ 
rience. 

“Being so close was amazing, and the sound in 
the stadium was incredible," Betsy Goebel said. “I also 
enjoyed watching what was going on on the sidelines, a 
view you don’t often get." 

Landes said tne mass band halftime show was 
thrilling for the students, and it was truly a sight to see. 

“I was impressed with how smooth it went, and 
it was quite a spectacle,'' he said. “It was enormous, 
and I'm sure it was really exciting for the students." 

Junior colorguard member Erin Hutchins said 
that the atmosphere in the stadium made performing in 
the halftime show unbelievable. 

“It was such a rush,” Hutchins said. “Being 
able to put on a show for so many people and feeling 
the energy from the crowd was amazing." 

Apart from the competitions, rehearsals, and 
performances, the students got a chance to unwind 
throughout the week. They spent a day at Sea World, 
swam in the freezing water at Mission Beach, and rang 
in the new year in Disneyland. 

Betsy Goebel said the positive attitude of the 
students and their success contributed to an enjoyable 
trip for everyone involved. 

“They were always respectful, followed direc¬ 
tion well, and kept to the schedule,” she said. “Seeing 
the band be successful and win all of those trophies 
was great. Thanks to all for making our job easy and 
making us proud to be U-High parents." 

w Landes said that the students made the trip fun 
and exciting, and said that he was proud of their behav¬ 
ior in California. 

“Our students are so much fun to travel with," 
he said. “They were well-behaved, represented our 
school well, and made the trip really pleasurable for 
everyone."

CAN U HEAR ME NO 



The halls of U-High have recently been 
cluttered with students directing their attention 
towards their cell phones. Around a year ago, 
these students w r ould have been facing disciplinary 

action, but not these days. 

The widespread popularization of cell 

phones throughout the last few years has forced 
U-High to update policies regarding cell phone 


usage. t .. 

Within the last year there has been a policy 

change regarding the usage of cell phones while on 
school grounds. This policy is lenient compared to 
what was in effect the previous year. 

U-High graduate Jack McCarthy said that although 
the policy prohibited it he still managed to use his 
phone all the time sending many thousands of texts 
a month. 

“I think the policy we had was a little bit 
strict but almost all of the teachers were always 
pretty cool about it,” said McCarthy. 

The new policy allows students to use their 
phones while in the hallways, but not during class. 
McCarthy said that he likes the new policy, but 
foresees issues that may arise later on. 

"I think this year’s policy is much more 
fair than that of last year’s but I also think it will 
cause even worse traffic in the halls between 
classes because people will be focused on texting 
more than where they are walking,” McCarthy said. 

There are a few exceptions to this rule, 

such as the phone must not distract any classes in 
session. 


It a student fails to comply with the rules, 
they may have their phone taken away and receive 
a verbal warning. If the issue arises again, a deten¬ 
tion is issued along with parental consent to get the 
phone back. te 


It the student is still determined to get 
that message across to his/her contact, they will 
be attending a Saturday school detention and los 
phone privileges for the rest of the semester 
Princi p al Jeff Hill said that the new policy was c 
ated by our very own student conduct committee 
hatred by Assistant Principal, Steve Wilder.

“It’s nice to be 
able to text in the 
hallways without any 
teachers yelling at 
you,” Bass said. 


Junior Nick Quarton, although less affected 
by the policy, agrees with Bass that the policy is an 
improvement from last year. 

Quarton said that he checks his phone in 
between classes, when he receives a text, or just to 
know what time it is. 

“I don’t check my phone during class, so 
it’s nice to be able to look at it as soon as I get to 
the hallway,” Quarton said. 

The advancement in cell phone technol¬ 
ogy allows more access to games, applications, 
downloads, music, and new functions could force 
U-High to reexamine their current policies. 

Hill said that this improvement in cell 
phones will cause teachers to have a difficult time 
knowing whether or not a student is simply listen¬ 
ing to music or violating the policy. 

Hill said that he imagines the policy wm 
have to be continually altered in order to com- 
pensate for the constant changes occurring in ce 
phone technology.

On March 19 and 20, seven graduating 
members of the Orchesis Intercity Dance Com¬ 
pany took the stage of Braden Auditorium for the 
last time with the spring Orchesis concert entitled 
"Hostile Environments.” 

This year, the dancers were challenged to 
create pieces that were inspired by different hostile 
environments and incorporated the use of props or 
sets. 16 different student-choreographed dances 
stole the stage with thematic concepts ranging from 
being caught in a state of addiction to being lost in 
a desert. 

Junior Elizabeth Lindenmeier, who cho¬ 
reographed a piece dealing with addiction, said the 
personal nature of the theme helped her create an 
expressive dance. 

‘The idea for my piece came from a per¬ 
sonal experience; it was inspired by my witness 
to another person's hostile environment,” Linden¬ 
meier said. “I was able to deeply connect with my 
own piece because I had watched someone that I 
love go through it.” 

Junior Taihla Eddins said the dancers got 
more creative this year and used the stage and'other 
objects to create a more optical experience. 

‘This concert was really special because 
everyone used lights and props to enhance their 
performance," EBdins said. “The resulting effect 
really gave the audience more of a visual and made 
them watch every piece.” 

Lindenmeier said the opportunity to add 
props gave the dancers another opportunity to use 
their imagination. 

“The props being added to it was a chance 
to add even more creativity and turn your idea into 
something literal or abstract,” she said. 

Senior Hannah Krajewski said the chal¬ 
lenge of using props in a new way made this con- 
cerf unique. 

"I think each concert brings something new 
to the table, and this semester wasn't any differ¬ 
ent," Krajewski said. “In the years I have been in 
Orchesis, props were sometimes used, but only if 
they were necessary. This year, the point was to use 
the props to help show the concept of each dance 
and communicate the message to the audience.” 

Krajewski experienced a stress fracture and 
tendinitis earlier in the year that prevented her from 
performing. This was the first concert in all four of 
ner years in Orchesis that she did not perform. 

Krajewski said she was disappointed about 
not being able to dance, but still found other ways 
to be involved in her senior concert. 


“I was upset since it was my last concert, 
but I was happy to find out that I would still be able 
to help out in other ways,” Krajewski said. “Along 
with helping backstage, I was able to sit on stage 
and describe each year as a definition during the 
senior piece.” 

Lindenmeier said the unique nature of 
Orchesis always makes for an entertaining learning 
opportunity. 

“Working with dancers from other schools 
is always an awesome experience,” she said. “We 
all get along very well, because we all love to 
dance. It's always interesting to learn someone 
else’s style of dance.” 

The concert also included a senior piece 
that featured all of the graduating Orchesis mem¬ 
bers and represented their high school experience 
as a whole. 

Senior Zach McGowan said the senior 
piece, “Reflecting Back While Looking Forward,” 
was a collaborative effort that represented each 
year in high school and ended up being a great suc¬ 
cess. 

“Our senior piece was really interest¬ 
ing this year," McGowan said. “All 13 of us got 
together and brainstormed and assigned songs for 
each other to choreograph. The dance included four 
different parts, one for each grade in high school. 
The piece went really smoothly despite^all the 
scheduling conflicts everyone had. 

Eddins said the audience’s reaction during 
the concert motivated the dancers. 

“The audience was really responsive both 
nights,” Eddins said. “It was great because we 
fed off of their excitement and danced with more 
energy." 

McGowan said he is going to miss the 
experience he has when he performs. 

“I'm going to miss the thrill of performing 
most of all,” McGowan said. “You might not look 
forward to all the hard work it takes to get there, 
but once you step onto the stage it really is the best 
feeling.” 

Krajewski said Orchesis has changed her 
life profoundly in many wavs. 

“I will really miss Orchesis,” Krajewski 
said. “I met a lot of students from different schools 
and got even closer to dancers from from U-High. 

It not only helped me to become a better dancer, 
but I learned a lot about people and life.”

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| This year's P.E. Activities students were 

in for a rude awakening this fall, as they were 
introduced to this year's new, more intense fitness 
program. 

P.E. teacher Vicki Jacobs said one big 
change to the P.E. program was the mode of which 
students' fitness levels are tested. 

“We decided to replace the Presidential 
Fitness testing with the Fitness Gram assessments 
because they have become more popular among 
schools across the nation," Jacobs said. "With these 
new tests, we can get a better indication of where 
our students are at in their fitness levels.” 

The Fitness Gram is a series of tests 
including the Pacer test, sit and reach, pushups, 
sit ups, trunk lift, and body composition measure¬ 
ments. Students will be able to keep their records 
from freshman to senior year in order to see how 
much their fitness levels have improved. 

Jacobs said she and her fellow P.E. teachers 
felt compelled to intensify the curriculum because 
of the current health state of America's youth. 

“As the fitness levels of our youth have 
declined, we've seen the need in our activities 
classes to ensure that our students include some 
sort of fitness assessment and workouts in their 
weekly routines,” Jacobs said. 

Some of these adjustments include the 
addition of Mile Monday, in which every Activities 
class would go out to the track and run a mile for 
their P.E. workout. 

Senior Andi Schweers said when the 
weather did not allow for running outside, they 
continued their more intense workout indoors. 

"Sometimes we just do Fitness Monday 
if we can't be outside or the teacher wants to mix 
it up a little,” Schweers said. "For those days, we 
usually just stay inside and do different fitness sta¬ 
tions.” 

Jacobs said she was pleasantly surprised by 
the students’ reaction to the new P.E. program. 

"The P.E. staff and I have been delighted 
by the fact that students didn't complain a whole 
lot,” Jacobs said. “We could really see that most 
of the students liked the benefits they were getting 
from the new workouts.” 

Advanced Strength and Conditioning 
teacher Eric Lyons said he likes the fitness testing 
because it holds the students and teachers account¬ 
able for improvement. He said students have had to 
| push themselves during class, and the teachers have 
had to work hard with the students to help them. 


Jacobs said she was happy with the upperclass¬ 
men's response to the change in curriculum. 

“The returning students have had mostly 
positive reactions, but of course everyone has days 
when they need to be pushed or motivated to get 
their workout in,” she said. 

However, junior Erin Smith said she did 
not enjoy the amount of running that was added to 
this year's program. 

“My least favorite part of P.E. is the Pacer 
test, and really the running in general,” Smith said. 
“I felt like the running never got any easier as the 
year went on.” 

Jacobs said the P.E. department plans to 
keep implementing the new structure in future 
years and are looking into increasing the fitness 
days. 

“We are definitely looking to continue 
these programs," Jacobs said. "We're looking at 
the advantages and disadvantages of adding at least 
another day during the week to fitness workouts.” 

Junior Lauren English said she had not 
noticed a huge difference between last year's pro¬ 
gram and this year's. 

“I really haven't noticed that much of a dif¬ 
ference in Personal Fitness this year,” English said. 
"We still do a lot of the same workouts and stuff 
that we did last year.” 

Jacobs said she hopes students with more 
rigorous schedules will still consider adding P.E. 
because of its multiple benefits. 

“Numerous studies have proven that stu¬ 
dents who are fit, perform better academically and 
are happier,” Jacobs said. "One thing 1 would like 
our students to realize is that, with numerous AP 
classes and heavy schedules, the health benefits of 
taking time to exercise will outweigh the stress." 

Jacobs said the Fitness Gram testing and 
Fitness Mondays have helped students embrace 
their own personal fitness. 

"The new program has helped with seeing 
the importance of daily exercise to stay healthy,” 
Jacobs said. "The goal of P.E. is to make good fit¬ 
ness a habit, so students can carry it into their adult 
lives.”

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U-High has decided to take the next step 
on the laptop initiative after four successful years, 
however, instead of adding more laptop class- 
rooms each student with have their own netbook. 

A netbook is a smaller, lighter version of a 

laptop. They are becoming more JJ8P“ la « l Jw? ause 
of its price, which ranges from $200 to $500. 

Technology coordinator Jim Kurz is very 

excited for netbooks. . . , , 

‘The netbooks are the next step in technol¬ 
ogy and this shows a positive direction U-High is 
going in,” Kurz said, ‘"Not every classroom has 
computers, and with the netbooks students have 
more access. It just makes sense." 

To work out all the problems before next 
school year, select U-High students participated in 
a trial run of the new netbooks lasting the entire 
month of September. 

During that month the students evaluated 
the laptops in the technology section on the U-High 
website. 

There were two models being tested, the 
Acer Aspire One and the M&A Companion Touch. 

Kurz said he likes certain features of the 
models, but they haven’t found the perfect one for 
U-High. 

'The Companion Touch is durable and has 
the advantage of being a tablet, whereas the Acer 
features a larger screen and keyboard and longer 
battery life," Kurz said. “However, these models 
are just guinea pigs. A newer model will be imple¬ 
mented next year." 

Senior Ben Kiesewetter said he thinks both 
models have faults, but prefers the Acer. 

“One thing I did not like about the first 
netbook (M&A Companion Touch) I tried out was 
that the screen was too small and the keys were too 
small. The second netbook (Acer) I tried out was 
much better. It had a large screen and large keys. 

It was even thinner than the first one also. But the 
problem was it wasn’t a tablet,” Kiesewetter said. 

• . During the month. Junior Elora Karim said 

that the students were getting pretty attached to the 
netbooks. 

“It was really hard to give them up. I 

named mme Darn/1 and Chris Michaels named his 
Kelly,- Karim said.

I'm fairly sure the majority of the school will 
utilize them properly to make school better and 
easier,” Karim said. 

Assistant Principal Steve Wilder said he is 
very excited for the netbooks because the laptop 
initiative has been so successful. 

“Our goal by next year is to get a laptop in 
everyone’s hands,” Wilder said, “This would give 
students access to internet anywhere in the school 
and they won’t be limited to keeping the laptops in 
their designated classrooms."

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U-High’s physical education depart¬ 
ment saw an advance in technology this year: 
Nintendo Wii gaming systems. 

The P.E. department purchased four 
Nintendo Wii systems, along with sixteen 
remote controllers, and various games for stu¬ 
dents to use during the year. 

P.E. teacher Eric Lyons said that stu¬ 
dents will be able to play “Dance, Dance, 
Revolution,” “Wii Sports,” “EA Sports and 
Tiger Woods,” to name a few. 

P.E. teacher Vicki Jacobs said that 
U-High is always looking for ways to incorpo¬ 
rate technology into all of its classes. 

“Each department at U-High is given 
an amount of money to spend on technology. 

It is easy for math and English departments to 
buy laptops or projectors, but the P.E. Depart¬ 
ment had limited choices," Jacobs said. 

Initially, Jacobs and Lyons said that 
having the Wii gaming systems will not only 
serve as a cardiovascular workout, but it will 
also help students find new ways to stay moti¬ 
vated in class. 

Senior Personal Fitness student Ian 
Standard said he feels that his class should 
have used the Wiis more throughout the year. 

“We spent so much money on them. 

We could have found a much better way to 
spend money if we weren't even going to use 
them,” Standard said. 

Standard said he feels that the money 
should have gone toward something else that 
the physical education classes use more often 
like new exercise bikes for the students to use 
in the cardio room.

Junior Daniela Pancrazio-Diez said she 
feels that the Wiis were a smart buy and enjoys 
using them in class for something different. 

“The Wiis are a lot of fun even though 
they were not used very often,’' Pancrazio-Diez 
said. 

In Pancrazio-Diez’s class the students 
took advantage of the Wiis as an alternative 
workout and some friendly competition was 
created in the process. 

“Everyone got really into it. We some¬ 
times did competitions to see who was the best 
in the class and they do indeed keep you in 
shape,” Pancrazio-Diez said. 

Jacobs said she is aware that many 
students want to get more use out of the Wiis, 
but she doesn’t feel that they give a beneficial 
workout compared to the other activities con¬ 
ducted in class. 

“If a student does not put effort into 
any activity we do in Personal Fitness, they 
aren't going to get an effective workout, just 
like with the Wiis” Jacobs said. 

The only concerns the P.E. teachers 
said they had is students not getting an effec¬ 
tive workout with the Wiis. Mistreatment of 
the equipment was another concern. 

Pancrazio-Diez said that the Wiis were 
used in the winter when the students wanted to 
do something other than be in the gym. 

“We are still getting used to the Wiis 
and learning the games and software,” said 
Jacobs.

The t-shirt design was created by Senior Cullen 

Kennel at the beginning of this year. 

“Fitz asked us to make designs tor the U-Crew at the 
beainnins of the year and then used one of the designs for the 
White Out fundraiser,” Kennel said. 

About $2,000 was raised between U-High and Central 
for the Hoops for Haiti fundraiser. 

The second t-shirt fundraiser for Haiti happened

Thetard said she was very impressed with the level 
of talent shown throughout auditions. 

“I really could have cast this show twice with the 
amount of talent we had,” Thetard said. “This show requires 
so many levels of performance, and we really got that with this 
cast.” 

Despite an extremely talented cast, the actors and 
tech crew s had plenty of obstacles to overcome while dealing 
with the renovation of Stroud Auditorium. Early rehears¬ 
als were held with smaller cast ensembles, and took place 
in empty classrooms. Full cast rehearsals took place in the 


lounge, with the tables pushed aside to form a makeshift stage 
in the center. 

Weis said the cast had a hard time visualizing the 
size of the stage, and they learned to be thankful for their own 
rehearsal space. 

“It was really difficult to imagine the Braden space 
when we were practicing in small classrooms," Weis said. 

“We eventually moved to the lounge, but we really learned to 
appreciate the luxury of having our own space to work in.” 

Weis said this year’s schedule adjustments made tech 
week more demanding than it has been in the past. 

“Before tech week we usually have a week where 
we can practice with props, costumes, and our set, but that 
wasn’t an option this year,” Weis said. “We lost a lot of time 
just trying to figure out the technical stuff that is usually done 
before tech week.” 

Thetard said one of the difficulties about “Cinder¬ 
ella” was having such a big cast, but also many scenes with so 
few people on stage. 

“The thing about this show is that there are so many 
scenes that just feature a couple of actors on stage, which 
means in the mega-scenes, everyone has to be involved in 
some way,” she said. 

Larson said the transition to Braden was time-con¬ 
suming, but the final production came together well. 

“Moving in the set took a lot more time than 
expected, so we lost nearly an entire night ot rehearsal 
onstage,” Larson said. “Somehow, we managed to pull the 

whole thing off in the end, though.” 

However, Thetard said this year’s switch to Braden 
Auditorium gave the performers extra benefits and privileges, 

“The orchestra pit was to die tor, the stage is a 
great place to perform, and we had a makeup mirror for every 
person,” Thetard said. “We were all spoiled by the dressing 
rooms and food backstage; those are perks we'll never have in 

Stroud.” 

Weis said the hard work and fun atmosphere back- 
stage made “Cinderella" a memorable production. 

“I really enjoyed just spending time with the cast 
backstage. We made a lot of inside jokes and a lot of memo 
ries,” Weis said. “The whole cast’s dedication to the show 
made the whole experience extremely enjoyable. 

Thetard said everyone’s hard work paid off an

“This was one of the top shows we ve ever one 
at U-High,” Thetard said. “It was a beautiful production, an 
every person involved worked together to make magic.
